4. NEV HOUSES COMPLETED: During the quarter ended 30th Septemher,1956, 778 new houses 
were completed compared with 723 in June quarter,1956 and 
704 in March quarter,1956. 


Completions in September quarter in preceding years were: 1953 - 608: 1954 = 5593 
and 1955 - 57 9. The 778 houses completed during September quarter, 1956 comprised 164 
brick, concrete etc., 67 hrick, concrete, etc. veneers, 516 wood, 13 prefabricated 
wood and 18 fibro-cement. 


2. Ni HOUSES COMMENCED: The number of new houses commenced during September quarter, 
1956, was 510, a decrease of 154 compared with June quarter, 


1956. 
3. NEW HOUSES UNDER CONSTRUCTION: The numher of new houses under construction at 30th 


-Septemher, 1956, was 2,037, a decrease of 268 com- 
red with the 30th June,1956 figure of 2,305. Corresponding figures as at the 30th 
eptemher, in previous years are as follows: 1953 - 2,189; 1954 - 2,296; 1955-2,543.
